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In the Claims 

1 . (currently amended) A solid, sclf-bioadhcsivc composition for topical application that 
adheres to oral mucc>5;al tissue comprising: 

(a) a therap eutically cnbcliyc bioactive amount of at least one agent selected Irom the 
group of herbal and hon^copathic active agenl^ agents and dr u^s, 

wherein the herbal and liomeopathic agents are selected from the group consisting of 
bioactive herbs, herbal extracts, tinctures, essential oils, and mixtures thercoforaH-agml and 

Uiejlr uys a rc selected Irom the group consisting ofunalgesics^ unti-inflammatorics, 
antihistamines^ antigens, steroids other thsui unti-innamniatories, antimicrobia l drugs, vitamins, 
enzymes, antipyretics, antimalarial druj^ antiulcer drugs, peptides, and combinations thereof 
vyherein the a gettt-is-pfei sent in a homeopathic amount, whioh i s les s than a thefa p e utically 
elTective^amoiuit; and 

(b) a pharmaeeutically acceptable solid bioadhesive carrier comprising a 
mucoadhcxiv c synthetic polycarhoxvlic acid polymer in an amount from about 40 to 99 percent 
based on the weight of the whole composition in a form suitable for administration and adhesion 
to the oral mucosa* 

2. (previously presented) ITic solid composition of claim I wherein the composition is 
in the form of a disc of 2 to IS mm diameter and 0.4 to 2.3 mm thick that adheres to the oral 
mucosal tissue for at least 30 minutes. 
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3. (previously presented) The solid composilion of claim 1 where the composilion is in 
the form of a disc 5 to 1 1 mm in diameter and I to 2 mm thick with tissues adherence of at Ie<ist 
I hour. 

4. (previously presented) The composition ofclaim 1 wherein the herbal active agent Is 
selected from the group consisting of anti-inflammatory^ analgesic, antiaching, anesthetic, 
antimicrobial antifungsil, antiseptic, antiviral, antibiotic, antiparasite agents, and combinations 
thereof.

6. (currcnlly amended) The composition ofclaim 1 wherein the herbal activ e ag e n tor 
and homeopathic agent is agents are selected from the gniup consisting of Echinacea, Salvia 
uiTicinalis, Hypericum. Myrrh, Camphoria, Uncaria, menthol Plantago, Baptisia, Calendula. 
Phytolacca, Catechu black, Concflower, Krameria, Tsugit, grape fruit seed extract, Rosmarinus, 
Styrax, Crataegus, Glycerrhiza, Angelica, Kramerica, Matricaria, Mallow, Propolis, Sage, 
berberjnc from hydrastis canadensis L., plant Sunily Berberidaceac, gentian from the 
gentianaceae family of plants for the treatment of fungal infections, monolerpencs of three 
ansaturatk>ns. Taraxacum extract, lonicexn flovwjr extract, Scutellaria root extract. Gardenia liruil 
extract, Pulsatilla root extract, Pucraria root extract. Radix gentianac Longdancao antifungal 
agent, and combinations thereof. 

7. (previously presented) The composition of claim 1, wherein the herbal active agent is 
an essential oil selected from the gniup consisting of citronclla oil, lemon oil, citron oil, pomelo 
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pccl oil, ccdarwotxl oil, juniper berries oil» lemon busil oil, Rosmarinus orHcmalis oil, cinnamon 
oil, cajcput oil, cucalyplus oil, fennel oil, geranium oil, girollc oil, lavendar oil, clove oil, 
spearmint oil, myrtle oil, orcgano oil, pine oil, rosemary oil, sarriette oil, thyme oil, tea-tree oil 
and combinations thereof. 

8. (previously presented) The composition of claim 7, v^hcrcin the herbal active agent is 
an essential oil selected from the group consisting of cinnamon oil, tea-tree oil, citronella oil, and 
combinations thereof. 

9. (previously presented) The composition of claim 6, wherein the herbal active agent 
comprises at least one monoteqiene with three unsatunitions. 

10. (previously presented) The composition of claim 1, wherein the herbal active agent 
is an essential oil and the essential oil is a natural or synthetic mixture consisting of limonene 
and at least one myrccm?, a-pincnc, b-pinene, and sabinene characterized in that at least 60% by 
weight of the mixture is limonene. 

1 L (previously presented) The composition of claim 9, wherein the monoterpcne with 
three unsaturations is a citrus oil selected from the group consisting of lenx>n oil, pomelo oil, 
citnm oil, and combinations thereof 

12. (previously i>resentcd) The ct>mposition of claim K further comprising a salt 
selected from the group consisting ofMgUra, NaCl, KCI and mixtui^ thereof.
